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Use of Army and 
Navy to Enfor¢e 
Prohibition Law 


Discussion of Right to Call 
Upon Military Arms for Aid 
of the Services over the gesture 
which President Harding made a 


few days ago to use the Army and Navy 
to enforce prohibition. ‘Nothing demoral- 
izes the morale of a military or naval force 
more than police duty. This is what re- 
tarded the growth of the National Guard 
for years. It is contended that such a 
policy would seriously interfere with en- 
listments in the Army and Navy and offi- 
cers on duty at Washington were very 
much concerned with the suggestion coming 
from such high sources 

In the Army doubt was expressed as to 
the authority of the President to use the 
Army for this purpose. ‘This is based on 
Sec. 15 of the act of June 18, 1878, in 
which it is set forth that it is 

“not lawful to employ any’ part of the 

Army of the United States as a posse 

comitatus or otherwise for the pur- 

pose of executing the laws except in 
such cases where the employment of 
this force is expressly authorized by 
the Constitution or by an act of Con- 
gress.” 
It is provided in thig section that no money 
appropriated for the support of the Army 
shall be expended for the support of 
troops on such duty. In addition to this, 
anyone who violates this provision is lia- 
ble to a fine of $10,000. 

The passage of this act grew out of the 
use of Federal troops to enforce the Four- 
teenth and Fifteenth amendments of the 
Costitution which enfranchise the col- 
ored race. It was one of the develop- 
ments of the carpet-bag government after 
the Civil War and the Force act. The 
use of the Regular Army in the South 
after the close of the Civil War to admin- 
ister Iederal laws was responsible for 
much of the unpopularity of the Regular 
Establishment in that section of the coun- 
tty. Even now, in some rural sections, 
among the older inhabitants, this preju- 
dice still exists,

Official Report on Joint Air 
and Coast Artillery Defense 


OTH Coast Artillery and Air Ser- 
B vice are essential to successful op- 
eration of coast defense, according 
to a report submitted by the board on the 


Air Service exercises held at Fort Mon- 


ree in October and November of 1922. As 
a result, the Secretary of War has di- 
rected the Chief of Coast Artillery and the 
Chief of Air Service to draw up a tenta- 
tive instruction manual for the guidance 
in combined Coast Artillery and Air Ser- 
vice exercises as recommended by the 
board. 

It is evident from the report that the 
exercises at Fort Monroe are destined to 
have an important effect on the future 
policy of the War Department and Army 
with regard to the coast defenses of the 
country. It is admitted that there are de- 
ficiencies in both services which must be 
corrected. The general tone of the report 
is to the effect that the Coast Artillery 
and the Air Service must depend upon 
each other in developing an effective de- 
fense for the coast. That there were some 
features that are not touched upon in the 
report goes without saying, as they are 
of a confidential nature. The following is 
the statement authorized by the Secretary 
of War. 


HE board observed the results of a 

series of ten typical major operations, 
each of which constituted a problem in 
tlle combined use of Coast Artillery and 
Air Service elements. The salient fea- 
tures in their conclusions relative to these 
problems, are as follows: 


1. The Air Service can locate and re- 
port the approximate position, direction, 
inform

II. This information is not only valu- 


able for giving warning of the apparent 
intentions of hostile fleets, 
placing initial shots and later correction 
of firing data to bring successive shots 
effectively near their targets. 


but also for 


III. The radio direction finders are not 


yet developed sufficiently to be effective, 
but the result of their use justifies exten- 
‘ai investigation and development in the 
uture, 


IV. The present development of radio 


permits the use of about six planes work- 
ing simultaneously with as many ground 





stations in a single locality. If greater 
numbers are used the interference of wave 
length is excessive. 

V. The order of accuracy of various 
spotting agencies (location of targets and 
direction of fire) is believed to be as fol- 
lows: (1) Flank spotting from ground 
stations, (2) spotting from airplane, (3) 
vertical spotting from ground stations, 
(4) captive balloon spotting. 

VI. The projection of effective smoke 
screens by the Air Service is dependent 
largely upon atmospheric conditions. The 
present smoke bomb is very imperfect and 
should be developed. 

VII. The accuracy of fire of the Coast 
Artillery batteries was highly gratifying. 

VIII. The results of the bombing by the 
Air Service were very gratifying, although 


the exercises were not comprehensive 
enough to determine the effect of altitude 
upon the accuracy of bombing. The 


bombing devices must be developed to a 
greater extent of reliability. 

IX. Artillery fire can be satisfactorily 
conducted by the use of airplane data 
alone, when visibility from shore stations 
is interfered with by any cause; provided 
two-way radio communication is assured. 

X. Anti-aircraft fire can be conducted 
with accuracy upon aerial targets towed 
by airplane, without danger to the pilots 
of the planes. This practice promises ex- 
cellent development for anti-aircraft ele- 
ments. 

In addition to the above specific con- 
clusions the following general conclusions 
were reached : 

A. The exercises were not sufficiently 
comprehensive to determine the relative 
efficiency of seacoast gun attack and air- 
craft attack upon naval targets within gun 
range. Both have exceedingly great value 
and should be used in co-operation. 

B. Hostile ships can probably jam our 
radio communication, but by so doing 
they would also seriously interfere with 
their own vital radio communications. 
Our planes could then probably act at 
shorter ranges with effectiveness. 

C. Anti-aircraft artillery fire can be 
conducted with accuracy. 

D. Both Coast Artillery and Air Ser- 
vice are essential to successful operation 
of coast defense. 

The board also made general recom- 
mendations for the joint and separate 
training of the two arms, and also for the 
provision of grid maps and marking buoys

to Identify an 
Aviation Field

Morse Code Letters Mark 
Mitchel Field at Night 
A which may prove of permanent 

value, was tried at Mitchel Field, 
New York, on the night of April 6. An 
ordinary floodlight was connected with an 
electrically driven device which automati- 
cally made and broke the circuit. By 
flashing two dashes of three seconds each 
and two dots of one and one-half seconds 
each, it was possible to spell out M I, the 
first two letters of the word Mitchel, in 
the Morse International Code at intervals 
of twenty seconds. So far as is known, 
this is the first attempt made ively 
to identify a landing field to a pilot flying 
at night. In addition to the fact that the 
international code is universally recog- 
nized, this system has economy in its 
favor as the one light is burning less than 
one-half of the time. 

To accomplish this result by other 
means it would necessitate spelling out 
letters and symbols which would require 
several lights of the same candle power 
to secure equal visibility. A disappearing 
light would also be much more apt to catch 
a pilot’s eye than a permanent light, due 
to the number of permanent lights which 
are visible in certain localities. 

Capt. Ira C. Eaker flew for nearly an 
hour to determine the effectiveness of the 
signals and upon landing stated that they 
were easily read from comparatively close 
range. The lack of range is attributed to 
the low candle power of the light used, 
and the inability to secure a proper search- 
light effect. 

Plans are under way to use a stronger 
light and with certain improvements 
gested by the experiment hag aaa it 
hoped to attain a visibility ten miles. 
When this is achieved it is believed that 
oie system will be a valuable aid to night 
ying.

Panama Canal De t 
to Test Tanks This Fall 


I" has been recommended that a number 

of tanks, both light and heavy, be sent 
to the Panama Canal Department to de- 
termine their suitability for tactical oper- 
ations in that country. Part of the ter- 
rain of the Canal Zone, which is termed 
savannah ground, is easily traversed and 
consists of rolling ground covered with 4 
tall grass. The tanks will have no diffi- 
culty in operating on this sort of ground, 
but it is doubtful that they will be able 
to function efficiently when operating in 
the jungles. 

Heretofore, the only manner in which 
the Army has been able to penetrate these 
dense thickets was to send three or four 
men in to actually cut their way through. 
This is very tedious and tiring and after 
performing this work for several hours the 
men would not be fit for combatant work. 
A few officers believe that the heavies 
be able to crash their way through, but 
considerable pessimism prevails in other 
quarters on the subject. 

The tests. if they are conducted at all, 
will probably not be made until the dry 
season begins. which is late in the year.

SUGGESTIONS AS TO CHANGES IN 
ARMY UNIFORMS. 


To THe Eprror: 
UNIFORM must be selected which 
meets our needs from an official and 
social point of view, and at the same time 
makes no demand on our finances not com- 
pensated for by benefit to the Service in 
practical use. 

I suggest eliminating further considera- 
tion of the blue uniform on the ground 
that many officers will wear it as a dress 
uniform long after it is badly worn and 
no longer qualifies on a par with a dinner 
coat or even dress such as surrounds us 
in our meetings with brother civilians. 
Once it shows the slightest shabbiness it 
is a total loss. 

Establish a standard olive drab cloth 
{woolen and cotton) and permit only this 
standard to be worn. 

Let us have a “field 
“dress uniform.”

The 
results led to the incorporation of some 
new ideas on the subject and the board 
has requested that two more tripods be 
sent for test. 

Upon completion of the bolo tests by 


the board, it recommended that the pres- 
ent type be retained for the Service. For 
use in the tropics, however, it has been 


recommended that the commercial bolos be 
used when necessary, as the service bolo 
is not suited for use in the tropics. 

It has been recommended by the Chief 
of Infantry and the Chief of Cavalry that 
a new type of machine gun record book 
be adopted in place of the present one 
issued by the Ordnance Department. A 
new book will be devised shortly by the 
Infantry Board. 

The Ordnance Department has sent to 
Fort Benning a .22 caliber sub-caliber 
tube for the 37-mm. gun which will be 
tested by the Infantry Board. The board 
has been making tests on the sub-caliber 
tube for the .30 caliber and the 11-mn. 
gun, but before arriving at any definite 
conclusion it was thought advisable to con- 
duct experiments with the .22 caliber sub- 
eiber tube. 

The rubber butt pad for rifles which 
has been undergoing tests at the Infantry 
School, has been rejected by the Infantry 
Board. The adoption of the pad would 
mean an extra article of equipment to 
be carried, while its wearing qualities 


As the present bayonet will not be 
changed, the Infantry Board has recom- 
mended that no change be made in the 
seabbard. 

The Chemical Warfare Service has made 
up a lot of experimental chemical gre 
nades and candles for use in the training 
of the troops, which are now being tested 
by the Infantry Board at Fort Benning. 
As it is the desire of the War Department 
to use tear gas and smoke for training, n0 
tests are being conducted on toxic smokes.

Congress the proposition of a six- 

year enlistment period for the Navy 
will be a very live topic in the Depart- 
ment. It has already been discussed quite 
generally in the fleet, and officers are di- 
vided into two parties. They might be 
designated as pro-six-year enlistments and 
anti-six-year enlistments. 

It is generally admitted that a six-year 
enlistment term would add much to the 
efficiency of the fleet. The authorities are 
continually embarrassed by short-term en- 
listments, because about the time that an 
enlisted man qualifies for real duty with 
the fleet his term expires and he must be 
ordered to a shore station for discharge. 
With a two-year enlistment the claim is 
made that it is impossible to keep the Asi- 
atic Fleet or any of the ships in foreign 
waters filled with trained men. 

Further than this, the six-year advo- 
cates argue that in the next three years 
it will be possible to put into effect the 
longer term of enlistments. In the next 
three years the Navy will require only 28,- 
000 men, including re-enlistments, to keep 
up its present strength. Under these con- 
ditions it is urged that a six-year period 
can be put into effect and at the same 
time maintain the Navy at its present 
strength, 

A different view is expressed by a state- 
ment given out by the Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation. The bureau has asked 
the opinion of the recruiting officers and 
its statement has the following to say: 

“The officers best qualified to express an 
opinion on the above subject are the re- 
cruiting officers, who are in daily contact 
with the public and are in a position to 
know whether there would be any difficulty 
in making enlistments for a straight six- 
year period. The question was, there- 
fore, referred to them for an expression 
of opinion. 

“Thirty-one officers replied. Twenty- 
nine were unfavorable to a six-year enlist- 
ment and two in favor of it. The two who 
are in favor of it come from districts which 
have not been hit by the wave of industrial 
prosperity which is considered partly re- 
sponsible for reducing enlistments in the 
past few months from 900 to 340 per week 
and applicants from 2,000 to 950 per week. 
Where recruiting officers favorably con- 
sider a six-year period at all they qualify 
it by reducing the age limit to sixteen 
years, 

“Many recruiting officers consider that 
the present four-year term for first enlist- 
ments is too long to secure recruits in the 
necessary number and qualify under the 
prevailing industrial conditions. 

“About two years ago when recruits 
were allowed to choose the two, three or 
four-year enlistment about 95 per cent. 
preferred the two-year period. The large 
number of three-year enlistments made at 
that time were due fo the rule that a man 
was required to enlist for three years in 
order to secure assignment to a_ trade 
school. Many of the most desirable ap- 
plicants now refuse to enlist for @ period 
of four years; in some districts this num- 
ber amounts to 50 per cent.”

Sports in the Navy 


NNOUNCEMENT has been made by 

the Bureau of Navigation that the 
Navy~has joined the National Amateur 
Athletic Federation of America. This 
federation was organized through the ef- 
forts of the Army, Navy, the National Col- 
legiate Athletic Association, the Boy 
Scouts of America, the Y.M.C.A. and the 
American Physical Educational Associa- 
tion, and is designed to unite all organi- 
zations of a permanent character which are 
national in scope and which are actively 
interested in the promotion of amateur 
athletics and other forms of physical recre- 
ation, and to aid the constituent organi- 
zations of the federation in their efforts 
to improve and place wholesome physical 
activities within the reach of all, and fos- 
ter interest in the International Olympic 
games. The federation has been in act- 
ual operation for one year and has nearly 
doubled its membership. On April 17, in 
New York, there was held the first meet- 
ing of the Executive Committee of the 
Olympic Association. The Navy was rep- 
resented by Capt. C. R. Train, Bureau of 
Navigation. 


Test of Aircraft Engine 


HE Navy Department announced re- 

cently that a Wright model E-4 aero- 
nautical engine had completed a record- 
breaking test at Anacostia Field by run- 
ning a total of approximately 573 hours 
with throttle wide open, during which 
time no essential parts of the engine 
showed any evidence of failure. The 
performance showed a saving of ninety 
per cent. in operating cost of aircraft en- 
gines of this general type. 

This engine, built by the Wright Aero- 
nautical Corporation of Paterson, N.J., 
and subjected to intensive study over a 
period of a year by engineers of the Navy 
Department, would have covered during 
the test, at the usual cruising speed main- 
tained by the Navy at sea, a distance of 
approximately 60,000 miles, or two and 
one-half times around the world at the 
equator, in a period of a little more than 
three weeks, according to Rear Adm. Wil- 
liam A. Moffett, Chief of the Bureau of 
Aeronautics. 

This test demonstrated the entire prac- 
ticability of operating aircraft engines at 
wide open throttle without overhaul for 
a period at least eight times as long as 
has been accepted in the past for conven- 


— aircraft. engines, naval engineers 
said. 


Distribution of Scout Officers 


PLANS will shortly be approved by the 

Secretary of War for the distribution 
of Philippine Scout officers under the re- 
cent legislation which places them in the 
promotion list ef the Regular Army. Un- 
der the original act creating the Philip- 
pine Scouts, Scout officers were not eligi- 
ble for duty in the United States. This 
still applies to the Scout officers who are 
native Filipinos. At present there are 
only thirty-two native officers, while 108 
Philippine Scout officers are citizens of 
the United States and are therefore eligi- 
ble for duty at any Army station, includ- 
ing posts in the United States. 

It is presumed that the 108 American 
Philippine Scout officers will shortly be 
ordered to duty in the United States. In 
the operation of the foreign service roster, 
they will all be due to come to the United 
States. A great proportion of them, on 
account of long service, have or soon will 
reach the grades of lieutenant colonel or 
major. As most of them have always been 
on duty with the Philippine Scouts, they 
will be laboring under a serious handicap 
when they come up for promotion in the 
Regular Army. Under the law, they will 
be required to take the same examinations 
as Regular officers who have had the ad- 
vantages of the different Service schools 
in the United States. 

Some of the Philippine Scout officers, it 
is stated, have already indicated a desire 
to remain in the Islands with the Scout 
organization. They like the service there 
and are fully qualified for it. But under 
the law, regulations and the policy of the 
Department it is impossible to grant this 
request. Aside from this, their service is 
such that they would have too much rank 
to stay with the Scouts. The only policy 
that the War Department can pursue is 
to order them to the United States and as- 
sign them to Regular duty with the Army. 


Highway Transportation Plans 


WITHER more than a year’s work on the 

part of Maj. Brainerd Taylor, Q.M. 
C., U.S.A., and his assistants, the Army 
idea of organizing highway transportation 
to supplement railway and maritime traffic 
in event of emergency or expanding busi- 
ness has been made _ public. 

At the national meeting of the Society 
of Automotive Engineers, held in Cleve- 
land, Ohio, on April 26, Maj. Taylor set 
forth in detail the War Department’s prac- 
tical solution of the country’s rail and wa- 
ter problem, which is, in effect, a combina- 
tion of these transport facilities with a 
well organized motor truck service over 
the highways of the country. The War 
Department’s plan includes highway trans- 
portation as a definite factor in the na- 
tional scheme of general transportation. 
Properly carried out, the plan provides a 
workable way of easing the strain of ex- 
panding commerce in the next fifty years. 
Establishment in Washington of a Na- 
tional Highway Transport Board or Com- 
mission, and of a General Director of 
Transportation or a General Traffic Board, 
to co-ordinate all transportation facilities 
is contemplated. 

The principal advantages claimed for 
this Army plan are as follows: 

1. The full potential capacity of motor 
transport as a revenue-earning, public- 
carrier service, which can only be realized 
in organizations large enough to control 
both traffic and maintenance problems in- 
volved during the entire mechanical] lives 
of the vehicles, is provided for by the plan. 
War-time experience in such organization 
shows that many billions of dollars, which 
are not being made and saved under pres- 
ent practices, can be made and saved toe 


-commerce and to the nation under this 


policy of highway transport development. 
2. The co-ordination of rail, water and 
highway transportation so that all three 
services operate to supplement each other, 
especially in terminal operations, is also 
shown by war-time experience to offer op- 
portunities for profit and savings of such 
magnitude as to affect the entire transpor- 
tation system of the country. 
. general co-operative action 
throughout the nation’s commercial, civil 
and military establishments, such as this 
Army plan suggests, will effect the broad- 
est national benefits. It is a general en- 
gineering plan leading toward better social 
and economic conditions and a greatly 
strengthened national defense. 


cers’ budget. This budget is re- 

garded as important as the finan- 
cial budget. It is kept for the purpose of 
economizing in the assignment and the use 
of officers. 

It has been found that the present 
strength of the officers’ <7 is not suffi- 
cient for the national defense projects. 
The Secretary of War is compelled to ex- 
ercise even a greater degree of economy in 
the use of officers than in the expenditure 
of funds. Even if there were 13,000 in- 
stead of 12,000 officers in the Regular 
Army, there would be a shortage in the 
three components of the Army of the 
United States. 

‘Within two or three years, or even a 
shorter time, the Secretary of War 
be confronted with the alternative of a 
further reduction in the number of regi- 
ments and units in the R ar Army or 
the abandonment of the National Guard 
and the Organized Reserves plan. 


Need for More Officers 


‘THERE simply will not be enough Reg- 

wlar Army officers“to take care of the 
natural expansion and growth in the jun- 
ior components and at the same time han- 
dle the present units of the Regular Army. 
Already there have been recommendations 
made by members of the General Staff 
looking toward the consolidation of “the 
Regular Army units. One recommensda- 
tion calls for the reduction of the number 
of Infantry regiments by ten, with a cor- 
responding reduction in the other branches. 

A study of the officers’ budget forces 
the conclusion that the War Department 
should at the next session of Congress give 
notice that an increase of 1,000 Regular 
officers will be necessary to maintain the 
present Regular Army units and to fur- 
nish the necessary officers for the develop- 
ment of the National Guard and Organized 
Reserves. This increase should not be 
made in one year, but should extend 
throughout a period of from three to five 
years. It is urged that steps should be 
taken at the next session to secure legis- 
lation which would authorize the increase 
to be effective beginning in the year 1924 
or 1925. 

The importance of authorizing the in- 
crease in advance of the time in which it 
would be effective would be two-fold: 

1. It would enable the War Depart-

Pay for Marksmanship 


EGULATIONS for qualification pay of 

the various weapons used by the Army 
are in the form of an_ executive o 
awaiting the signature of the President. 

The act of June 10, 1922, repealed all 
previous laws and regulations for qualifi- 
cation pay, and since the passage of the 
act the General Staff has been engaged in 
preparation of new regulations. Among 
the arms included in the new regulations 
which will be entitled to this pay are the 
rifle, pistol, sword, bayonet, machine gun 
and bomb throwers. 

It is believed that these regulations will 
first appear in the form of an executive 
order and will later be published in the 
loose-leaf pamphlet form which has beet 
adopted by the War Department for the 
new regulations for the entire Army. 
Whether or not those who have qualified 
in the various arms since June 10, 1922. 
will be entitled to this pay has not as yet 
been determined. It is believed that the 
President will sign the order shortly.

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New Schedule of 
Fleet Movements 


HE proposed schedule of the Scouting 

Fleet in the Atlantic for the period 
from April 27 to Jan. 3, 1924, has been 
approved by the Navy Department with 
some modifications. The most important 
modification was to strike out a provision 
by which the Scouting Fleet, while basing 
on the southern drill grounds, should spend 
the week-end at Yorktown on Friday and 
Saturday for regular personnel inspection. 
The fleet will return to Norfolk at the 
end of each week, this being more satisfac- 
tory to the personnel. 


Battle Fleet 


The schedule of the Battle Fleet in the 
Pacific has not yet been approved. Adm. 
Hilary P. Jones on the U.S.S. Seattle 
will make an “extended inspection trip be- 
fore he is relieved as commander-in-chief 
of the U.S. Fleet by Adm. Robert 
Coontz. His first stop was San Francisco, 
from which he sailed on May 2 to Hawaii, 
where he is due to arrive May 9 and will 
remain until June 1. He is due to return 
to Portland, Ore., on June 11, where he 
will remain four days, leaving on June 15. 
His next stop will be at Seattle on June 
18, where he remains for ten days. On 
July 1 Adm. Jones will be due at Mon- 
terey, where he will remain over July 4, 
going to Santa Cruz on July 5. He will 
return to San Francisco on July 10, will 
be at Santa Barbara on Aug. 1 and will 
be relieved by Adm. Coontz at San Diego 
on Aug. 4. 

The program of the Battle Fleet in the 
Pacific during the summer will be a busy 
one. Early in July about half of the 
Battle Fleet will be distributed at the vari- 
ous ports on the coast to participate in 
the Fourth of July celebrations. There is 
such a demand on the coast for the war- 
ships at the Fourth of July celebrations 
that considerable difficulty is being experi- 
enced in making a distribution of the ships. 

Although the schedule of the employ- 
ment of the fleet has not been arranged in 
detail, it has been decided to base it on 
Port Angeles and Port Townsend for two 
months during the drill and maneuvers. 
Week-end visits will be made by vessels 
of the fleet to Seattle, Tacoma, Bellingham 
and Everett during the drill period. Port- 
land, Ore., will be visited during the Rose 
Carnival. 

Adm. Coontz will join the fleet at Puget 
Sound early in August, when he assumes 
command. He will go south with it in 
September, when it will rendezvous at San 
Francisco. The entire Battle Fleet will 
be in San Francisco Bay during the Amer- 
ican Legion convention. Gunnery exer- 
cises will probably take place in December. 

In the schedule of the U.S. Scouting 
Fleet the battleships, after returning from 
the practice cruise on Aug. 27, will pro- 
ceed to Hampton Roads and Newport to 
receive men. From Sept. 3 to Sept. 23 
the baitleships will have their machinery 
overhavled and engage in gunnery train- 
ing anc! scouting exercises. The battle- 
ships «ill be at Newport from Sept. 24 to 
30. Tuey will go to the southern drill 
grounds on Oct. 1 and return to the home 
yards Nov. 19. The Wyoming and Utah 
will be at their home yards for overhaul 
during the months of June and July. They 
will be based on Narragansett Bay for 
gunnery, general drills and inspections up 
to Sept. 2. 


Destroyer Squadron 


The Destroyer Squadron will be em- 
loyed as follows: Division 42 at Norfolk, 
ridgeport at Boston, Rochester at New 
York and Division 26 at Philadelphia dur- 
ing the months of June and July. Divi- 
sions 25 and 27 will be based on Narra- 
gansett Bay during the month of July. 
From July 31 to Sept. 2 the Rochester, 
Bridgeport, Divisions 25, 26, 27 and 42 
will base on Narragansett Bay for gun- 
nery, divisional and squadron tactical ex- 
ercises. During the month of September 
the destroyers will follow the battleship 
schedule. In October on the Southern 
Drill Grounds, they will rehearse and fire 
S.R.B. In Route 2 and based on South- 
ern Drill Grounds, the destroyers will en- 
gage in S.R.D.P. and night practices and 
anti-aircraft practice. 


, Air Squadrons 


The Air Squadrors will operate in Nar- 
ragansett Bay area during July and Au- 
gust. There will be inspections, machine 
gun and bombing practice during that peri- 
od. During the month of September and 
October, the Air Squadrons will be based 
on Narragansett- Bay and Hampton Roads 
and engage in tactical and gunnery exer- 
cises with the battleships. In October and 





November they will be based on Hampton 
Roads. 


Train 


The following will be the schedule of 
the Train: The Vestal will be at Nor- 
folk and the Mercy at Philadelphia dur- 
ing the months of May and June. The 
Proteus and Bridge at Norfolk during the 
months of July and August. They will 
follow the battleship schedule during the 
months of September and ober. 


Control Force 


The Control Force will remain at home 
yards during the months of May and June. 
In July and August the force will be 
based at Rockport, Mass., conducting gun- 
nery exercises and day and night mining 
practice. During the month of September 
after an overhaul of the machinery at 
Newport, the Control Force will operate 
with the battleships in scouting exercises. 
They will go to the Southern Drill 
Grounds in October to rehearse and fire 
S.R.B.P.A.A. practice. 


Portuguese Decoration 
Awarded 107th Inf., N.Y. 


ONE of the most conspicuous military 

events of the season was the review 
of the 107th Infantry, N.Y.N.G. (old 
7th), Col. Wade H. Hayes, by Maj. Gen. 
Robert L. Bullard, U.S.A., in its armory 
in New York city, April 27, before a 
large audience, which included many mili- 
tary men of note. 

During the evening, the unique event of 
decorating the regimental color by the 
Republic of Portugal, with the order of 
“Torre e Espada” (Tower and Sword), 
took place. This is a very ancient decora- 
tion, and it dates back previous to the dis- 
covery of America. 

The War Department was requested by 
l’ortugal to select some regiment in a Na- 
tional Guard division for the decoration. 
The War Department notified Maj. Gen. 
John F. O’Ryan of the 27th to select a 
regiment of his division, and the general 
chose the 107th, which served near the 
Army of Portugal on the battle front dur- 
ing the World War. 

The 107th made a fine showing during 
the ceremonies of the evening and it looked 
more like the old 7th of pre-war days than 
ever before, with its well-filled ranks and 
notable steadiness. Gen. Bullard ex- 
pressed himself as very much delighted 
with the showimg of the command, and 
said it had surely come back, and that its 
early and thorough training was respon- 
sible for it.

Rental and Subsistence 
Case of Dependent Mother 


HE Comptroller General, in a decision 

of April 20, reviews his decision of 
July 22, 1922, which gave the general rule 
that where the officer contributed more 
than one-half of the income of his mother 
he was entitled to rental and subsistence 
allowance. 

The decision of July 22, 1922, the Comp- 
troller General now states: 
does not import that in every case where an 
officer contributes an amount equal to or slightly 
in excess of the income of the mother from 
other sources it shall be conclusively presumed 
that the total is necessary for a reasonable liv- 
ing for the mother and that she is in fact de- 
pendent on the officer for her chief support. 
The law conclusively presumes the wife to be 
dependent upon the husband or father for sup- 
port (1 Comp. Gen., 547), and whether the 
husband of an officer’s mother is able to sup- 
port his wife is a fact readily susceptible of 
proof. The decision of July 22, 1922, does not 
authorize accepting the mere contribution of 
the officer as establishing as a fact that the 
mother’s husband is unable to support her or 
that the entire income of the mother and the 
contributions of the officer are necessary for a 
reasonable living for her. 


The general rule, the Comptroller Gen- 
eral says 
is to be understood as referring to the primary 
requisites for payment of the increased allow- 
ances because of a dependent mother, to wit: 
Actual and necessary contributions by an officer 
to his mother of over one-half of the cost of 
a reasonable living for her. What is a rea- 
sonable living is for determination in each case. 
In most cases the data heretofore required will 
probably be sufficient; but no general rule ap- 
plicable alike to the usual and to the excep- 
tional case has been or can be formulated for 
the guidance of disbursing officers. If dis- 
allowances have been made in cases which are 
believed by the administrative department to 
be allowable under the decisions in the settle- 
ments to which you have referred, further con- 
sideration will be given the individual case 
upon request for review in the usual manner. 


Changes in Regulations 
for Wearing Riding Boots 


Bx order of the Secretary of War, Army 

Regulations 600-40, which prescribe 
the wearing of riding boots for officers, 
will be amended by Changes No. 1, shortly 
to be issued. Following is the change as 
it will appear in the regulations: 

28. Footgear. 

ce. Boots. 

(1) Riding boots are authorized for wear at 
all times by officers who are required to be 
mounted, as specifically prescribed in Army 
Regulations. Riding boots are authorized for 
wear by all other officers, and by warrant offi- 
cers at all times except when actually on duty 
at troop formations under arms. 

(2) Field boots are authorized for wear by 
officers and warrant officers in inclement 
weather and in the field. 

(3) Rubber boots may be worn on mine 
planters, cable ships and transports, and dur- 
ing inclement weather when not under arms.

W.D. Questionnaire 
on Army Uniform 


AY 15 is the date fixed by the Secre- 


tary of War for the reply to his ques- 
tionnaire on the proposed changes in. the 
uniform regulations of the Army. As 
stated in last week’s ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL, the Department is anxious to 
secure through military channels a sur- 
vey of the sentiment of the Army on the 
adivisability of changes in the uniform 
and as to whether th: Army should re- 
store the dress uniformi. 

The questionnaire of the War Depart- 
ment is broader than that which has been 
published through the, ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL. It shows thet practically every- 
thing connected with the uniform is now 
being considered, as the Secretary of War 
secks more information than that which 
was provided in the inquiry sent to the 
members of the General Staff. But even 
this referendum does not include all the 
changes in the regulations that are under 
consideration. 

One change which is apt to be adopted, 
as it will not occasion great expenditure 
of money, is that which will require offi- 
cers to wear leggins only with troops in 
formation. In the War Department, at 
corps area headquarters, and in garrisons 
when officers are doing office work, they 
will be allowed to wear long trousers. 
Trousers will also be permitted by officers 
when they are off duty at home. This 
would be even in quarters on military res- 
ervations. Long trousers, it is urged, 
would be more satisfactory on dress oecca- 
sions if no dress uniform is authorized. 

Below is published the questionnaire of 
the War Department which was sent out 
through The Adjutant General to the 
chiefs and commanding generals. The 
Chief of Infantry has sent out to officers 
on duty at Washington and at the Infan- 
try and Tank schools the same questions. 
The other branches are sending out simi- 
lar ballots.

A number of experimental types of field 
glasses have been made up by the Ord- 
nance Department. Several improvements 
have been made which it is believed will 
make the new glasses more effective than 
the present instrument. ° 

To ascertain whether or not a motor- 
eycle can be used for cross-country work, 
one of these vehicles has been set up with 
a caterpillar tractor attachment. <A _ test 
of the suitability of the motorcycle for 
this kind of work will be conducted at 
Aberdeen and it will later be sent to the 
Infantry Isoard tor further tests. 

Several new check butt plates have been 
designed by the Ordnance Department. 
The department is making experiments, 
but nothing definite has been decided upon. 

The Ordnance Department is making 
some helmets in order.to secure a cover- 
ing that will not reflect light. The ones 
used during the war, being covered with 
a mixture of sawdust and paint are not 
altogether satisfactory as after being 
worn for a short time, they tend to shine. 
A half dozen different types of finish have 
been made up, all being of a dull covering.

A later study of the mileage problem has 
revealed the fact that there will be avail- 
able sufficient transportation. funds to in- 
clude those Reservists in the 4th, 5th and 
6th Corps Areas, which will bring the 
limit of the class up to about twenty Re- 
serve officers.

Troop G, 3d Cav., 
in Attack Problem 


ROOP G, 3d Cavalry, U.S.A., Capt. 

Morris S. Daniels, gave a fine public 
exhibition in Washington, D.C., on April 
25 of an attack against a machine gun em- 
placement. It was assumed that a bat- 
tery of artillery belonging to the Cavalry 
division had brought the machine guns un- 


der fire and, to a certain extent, wrecked 
the obstacles which the enemy may have 
constructed in front of their trench. Un- 
der the fire. of this artillery a Cavalry 
squad, armed with rifles and avtomatic 
rifles, advanced upon the enemy dis- 
mounted. 

‘The object that this squad sought to at- 
tain was the gaining of fire superiority over 
the enemy. 

The second phase of the attack consist- 
ed of a flank attack from the right and 
left by the remainder of the Cavalry pla- 
toon—mounted—protected by the of 
their dismounted comrades. The mounted 
men charged the enemy emplacement and 
delivered a mounted pistol attack. 

To carry an attacking force rapidly 
across rifle-swept ground the horse was 
very largely used in the British campaign 
in Mesopotamia, and where the enemy’s 
machine gun emplacement is not fully 
protected by an impassable obstacle, such 
as barbed wire or a deep ravine, it is 
quite possible to use the mounted soldier 
as above described. Upon the conclusion 
of the attack problem Troop E, 34 v- 
alry, gave an exhibition in jumping. 7 

The National Chamber of Commerce ‘and 
the Washington Board of Trade were 
among the special guests, by invitation of 
Brig.

Calling Army Field Clerks 
to Duty as Reserve Officers 


‘THE following is an extract of letter A. 

G. 210.31, O.R.C., War Department, 
April 13, 1923, on the authority of corps 
area and department commanders to order 
Reserve officers in G.A. or B.A. group to 
active duty: 


In regard to calling to active duty Reserve 
officers who are also Army field clerks or field 
clerks, Q.M.C., or warrant officers or enlisted 
men of the Regular Army; this group of Re- 
serve officers forms a separate reservoir for 
use in time of emergency and is designed to 
meet the immediate requirements for a 
initial expansion of the Regular Army. e 
training of these officers has been left 
to the commanding officers of the units to 
which they are assigned during their service 
as Army field clerks or field clerks, Q.M.C 
or warrant officers or enlisted men o 
Regular Army. Special Regulations 43 
line the general policies to govern in 
cases. Every effort should be made b 
concerned to see that Reserve officers who also 
have a Regular Army status receive such 
training im the duties of an officer as facilities 
and time permit. in view of these considera- 
tions, Reserve officers who also have a - 
lar Army status should not, in general, 
called to active duty for 15 days training dur- 
ing the coming summer.

Army will turn over, about July 1, to the 
National Guard 2,445 horses, which will 
be very helpful to the proper training of 
Field Artillery and Cavalry. 


Organized Reserves at 
Lowell, Mass., Active 


At a patriotic meeting, held in Lowell, 
Mass., April 19, on behalf of the Or- 
ganized Reserves of the U.S. Army, which 
was attended by some 2,000 people, Maj. 
Gens. Robert L. Bullard, André W. Brew- 
ster and Mark L. Hersey, U.S.A., Senator 
David I. Walsh and Representative John 
J. Rogers spoke on the necessity of ade- 
quate national defense against foes from 
within and without the United States. 

Incident to this event there was an 
elaborate parade, participated in by mili- 
tary organizations, fraternal organizations, 
war veterans and the Lowell High School 
Regiment. 

The parade was led by the 389th Ar- 
tillery Band, Organized Reserves, fully 
uniformed and equipped. and believed to 
be the first of its kind to be organized and 
equipped in the O.R.C. The event, which 
was arranged without the expenditure of 
any money, demonstrated what can be 
done with the co-operation of military 
men and citizens in aid of adequate na- 
tional defense. 

In addition to the banners on the re- 
eruiting car, there was displayed at the 
most prominent point in town a banner 
reading “Your Patriotic Duty,” “Organ- 
ized Reserves,” the first three words being 
placed above the two latter words, the 
sign extending across the street. 


Medical Department, U.S.A., 
to Erect Memorial Tablets 


URING the summer months the Medi- 

cal Department of the Army will erect 
four World War memorial tablets in hon- 
or of the officers, nurses and enlisted men 
of the Medical Department of the Army 
who gave their lives in the World War. 

The tablet will be of bronze, eight feet 
high and five feet wide. In the center at 
the top will appear the design of an eagle 

. with spread wings and on either side wil! 
be the customary wreath, in the center of 
which on the left will be the number 1917 
and on the right 1918. In the center of 
the entire tablet will appear the insignia 
of the Medical Department. 

It was originally planned by the Medical 
Department to raise by volunteer subscrip-

ust one tablet at the Walter Reed Gen- 
eral Hospital, Washington, D.C. Enough 
money, however, was subscribed for the 
erection of not only one tablet, but four.

Yeiterman General Hospital. the Medical 
Feld Service School at Carlisle Barracks 
and Fitzsimons General Hospital, Denver 
It iv expected that the dedication of the 
tablet at Walter Reed, which will be placed 
over the rotunda at the entrance to the 
grounds, will be about July 1.

Decalcomania Transfers for 
ist Cav. Div. Insignia 


‘THE 1st Cavalry Division, Fort Bliss, 

has contracted for 15,000 decalcomania 
transfers of the division insignia for mark- 
ing animal and motor drawn transporta- 
tion, which heretofore have been hand- 
painted. This is approximately three 
years’ supply, covering three sizes adapta- 
ble for all types of vehicles. Hand-paint- 
ing of the division insignia has been found 
to lack uniformity, and to be slow and ex- 
pensive. This type of insignia has been 
used for years in applying the red cross 
and caduceus to the Army ambulance; also 
in marking vehicles with the Signal Corps 
insignia. 

The 1st Cavalry Division insignia con- 
sists of a modification of the Norman 
shield in Cavalry yellow, diagonally across 
which is imposed a bend or stripe upon 
which the various division organizations 
are designated in appropriate colors, in 
combination with a horse head placed in 
the upper right hand corner thereon; black 
for division headquarters, special and aux- 
iliary troops; scarlet and infantry blue 
for the Ist and 2d Cavalry brigades, re- 
spectively. 


Michigan State Forces 
Get Liberal Support 


¥ a vote of 90 to 3, the State Assembly 

of Michigan recently passed a general 
bill for the support of the Michigan Na- 
tional Guard which carried an appropria- 
tion of over $660,000 for the two years. 
In addition to this the same body passed 
a bill by a vote of 87 to 6 which carried 
about $100,000 for the support of the 
naval establishment. The Armory Build- 
ing bill, which carried an appropriation 
of over $400,000, has the approval of the 
Ways and Means Committee, and in view 
of the foregoing votes no difficulty’ is ex- 
pected in securing passage of this meas- 
ure by the House.

Joint Military Parade 
Held in Portland, Me. 


PATRIOT'S DAY, the anniversary of 

the battle of Lexington and Concord, 
was made the occasion in Portland, Me.. 
for a joint parade of all organizations of 
the Regular Army, National Guard, Navy, 


Veterans’ organizations, patrioti¢ soci- 
eties, Boy Scouts and high school cadets, 
represented in Portland. The 5th U.S. 


Infantry, with its band, led the parade. 

Following the parade the ceremony of 
trooping of the colors took place at the 
state armory, during which twenty-two 
stands of colors, carried in the parade. 
were cited in the order of the dates of 
organization of the units represented. 

The 5th Infantry, U.S.A., organized in 
1808, was the oldest organization present. 
The parade and ceremony attracted favor- 
able attention and were witnessed by large 
crowds. Five flags, carried through many 
battles of the Civil War were cheered to 
the echo. 

“The enthusiasm manifested by the 
public on this occasion,” writes a corre- 
spondent, “indicates that the idea of na- 
tional defense is not unpopular, but merely 
dormant and needs continual prodding to 
insure action.” 


Capt. T. J. J. See, U.S.N., 
and Einstein Theory 


i the introduction to his latest work on 

Electrodynamic Wave-Theory of Physi- 
cal Forces, a “New Theory of the 
Aether,” Capt. T. J. J. See, U.S:N., defi- 
nitely “establishes the cause of universal 
gravitation, magnetism, electrodynamic ac- 
tion, molecular, atomic and _ explosive 
forces, ete., including a notable improve- 
ment in the foundation of the wave-theory 
of light, and discovery of the cause of 
acoustic attraction and repulsion.” Pro- 
fessor See says: 

“In default of competent investigation, 
therefore, there arose the vague sugges- 
tion, in certain quarters, for doing away 
with the Aether. The authors of this 
perverse suggestion, however, ignored the 
Law of Centrifugal Force established by 
Huyghens (Horologio Oscillatorio, 1673), 
and confirmed by Newton, showing that 
without a medium capable of exerting 
tremendous stresses across the celestial 
spaces, the planets could not be mgde to 
curve their paths at all points of their 


orbits about the sun, as if held by im- 
mense cables of the strongest steel. 

“It is well known that up to about 
1910, Einstein had tried unsuccessfully to 
connect gravitation with electrodynamic 
forces; but as he failed to solve this out- 
standing problem, his later labors took 
the unfortunate direction of the theory of 
relativity, on which so much effort has 
been expended, with no other result than 
to add to the confusion of thought among 
investigators.”

Navy Notes 


NEW world’s record was established 

by Lt. Rutledge Irvine, U.S.N.. at Mc- 
Cook Field, Dayton, Ohio, during the past 
week when he ascended to a _ height of 
11.300 feet with a load of 2,405 pounds, 
and: an observer in a Douglas torpedo 
plane. Irvine was in the air for two and 
one-half hours. The altitude weight carry- 
ing record is of great importance, and of 
marked interest in connection with the de- 
velopment of the torpedo planes for ser- 
vice requirements. Those who have had 
experience with the P.T.’s which are now 
in use in the fleet will appreciate the ad- 
vantages of a torpedo plane with superior 
qualities of maneuverability and ceiling 
under full load conditions. The D.T. used 
by Lt. Irvine was equipped with a re- 
constructed Liberty engine which had been 
modified at the Washington Navy Yard. 


A SPECIAL class for landplane instruc- 

tion will begin instruction at the naval 
air station, Pensacola, Fla., about May 
10. This will be composed of twelve sta- 
tion officers. In connection with his 
course of instruction, Lt. Patterson made 
an observer’s flight from this station to 
St. Petersburg, Fla., and return on April 
S and 4, navigating by means of dead reck- 
oning and sextant. The course followed 
erused the plane to be out of sight of land 
for a distance of approximately 150 miles 
on each trip. 


‘THE submarine plane which has been 

under construction at the Martin plant 
in Cleveland for the Navy has had addi- 
tional test flights by the test pilot of the 
Martin Company and by Lts.

REMARKABLE flight from Wash- 

ington to Pensacola, Fla., in a Navy 
DH-4 was reported a few days ago, when 
Lt. Comdr. é:. P. Mason and Lt. H. J. 
Norton, U.S.M.C., covered the 900 miles 
in eight hours flying time, averaging more 
than 112 miles per hour for the entire 
trip. This is considered the best cross- 
country performance in this type of plane 
on record. The plane used was a stock 
DH in service at the air station in Pen 
sacola, which was used by the pilots for 
a flight to Washington for a conference 
with bureau officials. One stop for fuel 
was made at Columbia, S.C. The plane 
took off from the air station at Anacostia 
at 6:20 a.m. and after stopping in Co- 
lumbia for one hour, landed at Pensacola 


at 2:15 p.m., eastern time. 


DSN. F. H. WHITE of New York 

has been ordered to report to the Bu- 
reau of Navigation for personal inspec- 
tion. The academic authorities have rec- 
ommended his dismissal on account of his 
being over weight. Although the midship- 
man has endeavored to keep his weight 
down, he now tilts the scales at 231 
pounds. The fact that he is about six feet 
one and one-half inches in height makes 
the authorities in the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion incline to the view that the academic 
authorities are a little too exacting in 
their physica] requirements. At least, they 
want to look Mr. White over before they 
will approve a recommendation for his 
discharge.

He accom- 
panied Prince Henry of Prussia on his 
visit to American cities in 1902 and at- 
tended the coronation of King Edward 
VII. as American naval representative.

Cowlees, then a commander, 
was the President’s naval aid. 

He took command of the battleship 
Missouri in December, 1903, and was in 
her when an explosion on board killed 
thirty-three men of the crew. He was 
later in command of the Illinois, was on 
special duty, Bureau of Equipment, and 
became Chief of the Bureau in 1906. He 
was promoted rear admiral April 23, 1908.

173, 
W.D., 1922, amendatory thereof, are _ re- 
scinded and following substituted: 

5. In lieu of reimbursement for actual and 
necessary expenses, officers traveling under 
conditions stated in pars. 2 and 3 of this cir- 
cular may, when their orders so prescribe, be 
allowed flat per diem allowance not exceeding 
$6, exclusive of transportation charges. No 
per diem allowance will be prescribed in travel 
orders for period during which travel is per- 
formed on Government vessel or commercial 
liner. Actual and necessary expenses only will 
be paid during sea travel outside limits of 
U.S. in North America. Im cases where per 
diem allowance is authorized, orders involv- 
ing repeated travel without troops will state, 
‘In lieu of subsistence, you will be allowed 
flat per diem of $6 (or such lesser amount as 
may be designated), in accordance with exist- 
ing law and regulations.’’ For purpose of 
computing the day in pores of per diem al- 
lowances, following will govern:

We Must Not Stand 
Defenseless 


HE pacifists, the idealists, the day- 

dreamers have discovered a short 

cut to world peace. It is to “out- 
law war,” to destroy all implements and 
agencies of warfare, to discharge all 
armies, and to place all power of settle- 
ment of disputes between nations in a 
world court. 

The thousands of years of warfare 
through which the world has passed, these 
people tell us, prove that war never did 
and never will bring lasting peace between 
nations. 

They tell us, and no military man de- 
nies it, that war is both expensive and 
horrible. They are sure they have found 
a better way than a resort to war. 

They are overlooking one great fact, 
however, as to the powers of a court. In 
all lands, back of the decrees of a court, 
back of the enactments of the legislatures, 
stands the strong arm of the military— 
the army or the police. 

In no land, when a long array of stat- 
utes has been enacted, does the administra- 
tive or executive department say, “All 
trouble is now over; let us discharge our 
armed forces, our police. The laws will 
enforce themselves.” 

Wat does history show? 

We may begin our reading with the first 
chapter of Genesis, carrying it to the end 
of the sacred Book; read H. G. Wells’s 
comprehensive history of the’ world, and 
close with the last edition of the evening 
paper, and one point stands out clearly 
and irrefutably: 

Man to-day is not much different 
from the mankind of five thousand 
years ago, as far as his nature is con- 
cerned. In the makeup of the indi- 
vidual we find the same spirit of self- 
ishness, the same passions that ex- 
isted in the beginning of human his- 
tory. 


Law Alone Cannot Save 


HE decalogue as given to Moses nearly 

four thousand years ago is still carried 
in the Divine Statutes, unamended. It is 
just as good a table of laws as it was 
when first uttered, but it is just as con- 
sistently obeyed or as fully disregarded as 
the dictates of man’s good or bad nature 
may dominate him. 

The laws are good, but laws in them- 
selves do not save a man or a nation. It 
is the enforcement of wise laws that will 
tend to a nation’s progress and prosperity. 

No nation, particularly this nation of 
ours, with an admirable national defense 
policy and system, whose military’ forces 
are trained and maintained not for ag- 


grandizement, but for upholding the na- 
tion’s laws, its honor and prestige, can 
afford to discard or cripple its means of 
defense in a time when human nature re- 


mains as it has always been, and from all 
indications always will be. 

Treaties are good; arbitration is com- 
mendable; courts may be most helpful; 
but back of all courts and laws must stand 
the strong arm of enforcement. Is an in- 
ternational army conceivable? 

“When a strong man armed keepeth his 
palace his goods are in peace.”

Idea

Lessons of the Past 


A§ Col. Dwight F. Davis, Assistant Sec- 

retary of War, so forcefully said in 
laying the corner stone of the War Me- 
morial at Baltimore, April 29: 

“We must not forget the lessons of the 
past. We should resolve that those who 
died in the war shall not have died in vain. 
Never again can we permit American citi- 
zens to be sacrificed as many of these were 
sacrificed, because in time of peace we for- 
get the lessons of war. Never again can 
we send young men into battle with an al- 
most complete lack of preparation for self- 
defense. One of our deepest resolves, in 
the rebuilding of our national organization, 
is to pay attention to our national defense. 
The work of Gen. Rickards and his asso- 
ciates in the National Guard, and of their 
brothers in the Organized Reserves, is of 
n patriotic nature, but deserves the whole 
support of the whole community. 

“We want American manhood to be free 
and independent, strong of body, clean of 
mind, courageous of heart, peace-loving, 
yet fully able to defend their homes, their 
state, -and their nation. We can never 
find peace by throwing away our means of 
self-defense. or by running away from 
danger. The righteous man, firm in the 
determination to keep the peace, but strong 
enough to defend himself against aggres- 
sion from others, will be more likely to 
remain in peace with his neighbors than 
the puny, the defenseless, or the cowardly.” 


Playing Political Football 
With the Navy 


UR Washington representative, Mr. 
E. B. Johns, has several times 
ealled attention to a tendency to 


play politics with the Navy. The recent 
decision against modernization of Ameri- 
ean battleships seems to have this color. 
Our legal and ethical right to do this is 
unquestioned ; the only adverse element in 
the case is political. 

Much has been made of the partially 
erroneous data upon which Congress first 
considered appropriating money for mod- 
ernization. The error was not one of 
principle; only of detail. The British 
ships substantially outrange ours, even 
though not as much as at first supposed. 


So soon as this correction of the original 
data could be made, through reference to 
the British Admiralty which was very 
slow in replying, Congress was fully in- 
formed; yet nevertheless saw fit after- 
wards to put through the appropriation. 

Now Congress must again reconsider 
the whole question. The mere fact of re- 
terring it back to them is sure to create 
a doubt in the public, and perhaps the 
Congressional, mind as to the merits of 
the case. It seems more than likely that 
partisans will exploit the situation politi- 
cally. And if this is done there seems lit- 
tle chance of finally accomplishing a neces- 
sary and entirely justifiable increase in 
American sea power. 


Permit No Potential Enemy 
Bases Near Canal 


DMIRAL JONES has called atten- 
tion to the “necessity of denying 
to any possible enemy a base with- 


in aireraft striking distance” of the Pan- 


ama Canal. This is a question not only 
of military and naval strategy, but of di- 
plomacy as well. 

Aeronautical development is going for- 
ward so rapidly that within a compara- 
tively few years it may be possible to bomb 
the canal from northern Central America, 
a large section of northern South America. 
many islands in the Caribbean Sea, and 
even from the Gallapagos Islands in the 
Pacific. 

The present growth of Pan-Ameri- 
canism and the increasing amity _be- 
tween the United States and her southern 
neighbors renders it less and less prob- 
able that distant potential enemies will 
gain concessions susceptible of military or 
naval exploitation in case of war against 
the United States. All the Americas are 
beginning to recognize the collective value 
of the Monroe Doctrine. Nevertheless, 
our neighbors must be on guard no less 
than ourselves against ostensibly commer- 
cial footholds that may be turned to war 
uses. 


Lower California and Mexico 


IX recent years we have had examples 

of this sort of effort. The Japanese 
have sought various concessions in Lower 
California and in other parts of Mexico, 
and are reported to have asked the privi- 
lege of establishing a fuel station on the 
Gallapagos Islands. Fortunately, we have 
had the far-sighted understanding of Sena- 
tor Lodge to protect us from such dangers 
by invoking the Monroe Doctrine. There 
is need of watching closely all such ad- 
vances during peace and of taking appro- 
priate diplomatic steps to guard against 
their success. 

Once at war, this question becomes pri- 
marily military and naval. Suflicient 
troops should garrison the Canal Zone to 
exercise military control over a wide strip 
of adjacent territory in the event of an 
enemy’s establishing an air or naval base 
within the radius of operations of our 
troops. Beyond that radius the Navy 
must be in readiness to act; perhaps with 
the assistance of such soldiers as may be 
needed in excess of the available marines. 


Hold Fast to Strategic Islands 


UT it is easier to hold a place already 

occupied than to capture it in the face 
of hostile opposition. Hence, it is better 
for us to acquire now these points which 
from their location and natural strength 
are most likely to be selected as air bases 
by an enemy. ‘This applies especially te 
island positions. Of these there are a 
number whose proximity to the canal and 
weak ownership wil) tempt an active en- 
emy to seize and utilize as bases for air 
attack against the canal. Besides the 
islands close to the coasts of the mainland 
there should be mentioned in this category 
the Gallapagos Islands. . 

With such places in American posses- 
sion at the beginning of the war only a 
comparatively small force of our versatile 
“Devil Dogs,” the Marines, would be re- 
quired to deny them to any but very 
strong hostile forces. It would take more 
than a raid to capture them, and if the 
enemy main force should be employed in 
the operation our own fleet could be count- 
ed upon to be on hand.

COMMAND, STAFF AND TACTICS. 
To THE Epiror: 

HIS is a pamphlet “prepared for offi- 

cers of the National Guard and Organ- 
ized Reserves and fresh from the General 
Service Schoo] Press. 

Instructions from the War Department 
directed its preparation and also require 
that, before reporting for duty at train- 
ing camp this summer, “each officer will 
be expected to familiarize himself with 
this pamphlet.” 

In carrying out its instructions the fae- 
ulty has presented the subjects “in a 
form convenient for study and reference 
and so abbreviated that the matter can be 
covered in the limited time which is avail- 
able for study.” Admittedly a difficult 
task ! 

The pamphlet (?), a book of 194 pages, 
is a decided success in the arrangement 
and presentation of data, sound principles 
and latest accepted views. ‘Type and pa- 
per are excellent. But the Leavenworth 
taculty, accustomed to instruct only se 
lected experienced field officers of the Reg- 
ular Army, unfortunately has failed to esti- 
mate correctly the actual extent of mili- 
tary instruction and experience in the Ser- 
vices for which the book is intended; the 
failure is most marked in the case of the 
younger officers of the Organized Reserves, 

By the way, why should an attempt be 
made to conduct military instruction in a 
manner so opposed to our civilian experi- 
ence’ Here is a text prepared for the use 
of all officers, from the major general to 
the lowest subaltern. Does the youth in 
public school use the same text book as 
the man taking a post-graduate course at 
college? 

The average second lieutenant of Re 
serves completed a three months’ course in 
training camp just before the armistice 
and then returned to an absorbing busi- 
ness. ‘To now expect him to digest the un- 
appetizing, desiccated food presented in 
this pamphlet appears to be unreasonable. 

If a boy had received a common school 
training in Latin, with possibly a smatter- 
ing of Cesar, and had then entered busi- 
ness, would we go to him and say, “You 
are to enter college this fall; therefore, 
we present to you a collection of brief ex- 
tracts from Sallust and Livy which you 
can read over in the evening after your 
day’s work and you will have no trouble 
in matriculation.” 

The compiler has attained abbreviation 
beyond any possibility of argument. Many 
paragraphs read like groupings of the 
opening remarks of lectures. That is to 
say. remarks that, like the texts of ser- 
mons, are to be elucidated later. But in 
this case there is to be no elucidation! 
An officer of extended experience could 
use this book most advantageously to con- 
duct a series of conferences for the instruec- 
tion of subalterns, but, supplied with the 
books and deprived of his aid, the indi- 
vidual students would be human interrfo- 
gation points until they gave up in des- 
pair. 

Even the experienced officer ponders over 
the following: 

“Preparation and organization for war 
is (sic!) based on military requirements. 
Military requirements are based on (+ 
the force required by a nation to ..« > 
defend its national policies. The national 
policy of a government dictates its mili 
tary policy. Preparation for war results 
from a correct national and governmental 
appreciation of military requirements an 
from the adoption .and application of 4 
military policy to meet these require 
ments.” 

Is this the cart before the horse or the 
vicious circle? The youngster, reading at 
home, gets it something like this: 

“John Smith sells groceries. His pur 
chases are based on the demands of his 
customers. Demands are based on the 
number of customers. To purchase for 4 
season he must appreciate correctly the 
supplies he needs and then appropriate 
such a number of customers as Wil de- 
mand these supplies.” 4 

The numerous minor typographical *. 
rors in the text can readily be excused 
when the limited available time is consid. 
ered, but such errors as “take” for “make, 
“length” for “strength,” and “develop 
for “deploy” should not have escaped t 

roofreader. . aa 
. Coming on the heels of Bulletin pee 
W.D.. on the subject of choice of wo :

particularly unfortunate that many onis 
ing errors in composition appear Sleds i 
text book from our highest Service Se! - 
We read (page 9) that “the time ane §

tinct shock to our preconceived ideas when 
we are told (page 60) that there is a 
“point which the supply will probably at- 
tack.”

WOULD AMALGAMATE CONSTRUCTION 
CORPS WITH LINE. 


To THE EpiTor: 
ERMIT me to express my surprise and 
regret that adverse editorial comment 
should have appeared in your paper simul- 
taneously with the first publication of the 
Department’s proposed Amalgamation bill. 

Naturally, the bill is intended to pro- 
mote efficiency and would, in my opinion, 
accomplish this to a great extent through 
promoting harmony by removing present 
friction between the corps as a part and 
the Navy as a whole. 

First, I desire to state that in my opin- 
ion no probable advantage would result 
from amalgamating the Supply Corps and 
the Civil Engineering Corps with the 
Line. While the former is a seagoing 
corps, it is at the same time essentially a 
non-combatant element, and as far as its 
relation to the Navy in general goes, has 
already the benefits of seagoing experi- 
ence applied to its own work. 

The Civil Engineering Corps, being an 
entirely shoregoing establishment, has not 
the need of practical sea experience to 
benefit its members. 

It would be of decided advantage, how- 
ever, in my opinion, to recruit both these 
corps from the Naval Academy, which 
may reasonably be expected to furnish a 
surplus of graduates for these as well as 
for the Marine Corps. 

In my opinion the great need for amal- 
gamation is confined to the Construction 
Corps, which now suffers in comparison 
with the various other specialties by the 
absence of any considerable amount of 
practical seagoing experience of its mem- 
bers. One of the stock arguments one 
hears against amalgamation of the Con- 
struction Corps is that there are already 
too many specialists, but as we now have 
already gunnery specialists, aviation spe- 
cialists, electrical specialists, marine en- 
gineering specialists, radio specialists, gyro 
specialists, Diesel engine specialists, sub- 
marine specialists, tactical specialists, ord- 
nance specialists, etc., working harmoni- 
ously within a common service, what rea- 
son is there for the construction specialists’ 
being the only ones outside? 

Naturally, there are many specialists in 

the Navy. Such a complex modern or- 
ganization must necessarily have within 
it those that are specially qualified along 
some particular line, but all the other spe- 
cialists now have the personal advantage 
of practical experience in the end in view 
of all naval effort; namely, the fighting 
ship at sea. Not only do the members of 
the Construction Corps at present suffer 
from this personal handicap, but the Navy 
as a whole and the country behind it also 
suffer, since, thus handicapped, the Con- 
struction Corps is not able to give to the 
Navy the maximum effect of which it is 
capable. There would appear to be just 
as much reason for having, for example, a 
Separate ordnance corps, a separate radio 
corps, a separate submarine corps, a sep- 
arate air corps, a separate navigation 
corps, a separate torpedo corps, a separate 
tactical corps, a separate strategy corps, 
ete, of each of which the duties are just 
‘s important, as for having a separate 
Construction Corps. 
. 4s long as there are any separate corps 
in the Navy there will Le some line and 
stafi friction, but by amalgamating the 
Construction Corps with the line it would 
Seem that at least the friction between the 
elements concerned in combatant efficiency 
may be removed. 

Are the hulls of our ships now any bet-

losing the practical seagoing point of 
view, as they reach “shore duty only” 
grades, and would not the Navy benefit by 
the removal of this present restriction? 

Specialists we certainly need and must 
have. Let them be specially trained as at 
present, but I maintain that nothing takes 
the place of practical seagoing experience. 
let them pursue their selected specialty 
ashore, but let us all have the benefit of 
practical seagoing experience afloat. 

I for one hail the Department’s bill as 
a courageous and opportune step in the 
right direction to bring the constructors 
back into a common fold, where the line 
will welcome their many special qualifica- 
tions and where it is believed they indi- 
vidually will gain great practical benefit. 

It is difficult to regard the vigorous as- 
saults on the bill, which so promptly fol- 
lowed its publication as otherwise than 
propaganda rather than a general expres- 
sion of Service opinion, and it is also to be 
expected that those normally opposed to the 
bill, being in a status of a more organized 
minority, should be better prepared to at- 
tack it than the normal supporters of the 
bill would be to defend it, the latter being 
normally the larger and more unwieldy 
und unorganized element.

AFTER a hotly contested trial of about 

five weeks, four members of the firm 
of Smith, Lockhart and Company were 
eonvicted of the charge of conspiring to 
cheat and defraud their customers. The 
defendants were Allen L. Lockhart, R. 
Tynes Smith, jr., Robert E. Thomas and 
Herman Quesler. The usual motion for 
a new trial was made and is now pending, 
but this is a mere formality and the sen- 
tence will no doubt be pronounced by the 
judge in the near future. 

It will be recalled that this is the firm 
which had so many Service customers and 
the investigation which led to criminal 
prosecution grew out of the activities of 
Ansell and Bailey, who were requested by 
the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL to repre- 
sent the Service claimants. The conviction 
of the members of the firm does not close 
the investigation that is being made by An- 
sell and Bailey of the assets of the firm. 
The referee is still following leads with the 
hope that some additional assets of the 
company can be discovered. The fact that 
the members of the firm were convicted of 
fraud has a tendency to create an impres- 
sion that they may not have reported all 
of their assets. It may be some time be- 
fore the civil case is entirely closed. 


THE BUSINESS CUTLOOK. 
By Raymond V. Sykes. 


Of particular interest last week was the re- 
port of the United States Steel Corporation for 
the first quarter of 1923. Net income during 
that period was sufficient to cover common stock 
dividends for the first time in two years. Net 
to common was equivalent to about $2.20 a 
share, which, without allowing for seasonal 
variation in the steel industry, would be at the 
annual rate of about $8.80 a share. The stock 
market discounts coming events in advance, and 
the upturn from 70% in 1921, for Steel com- 
mon, to a high this year of 1095 was based 
upon the assumption that earning power was 
improving. The assumption has now become a 
reality. 

Unless earning power increases still further, 
however, there is little left for the stock to 
discount marketwise on the bull side. It 
seems rather improbabie that earning power will 
increase materially, as there has been a wage 
increase of 11 per cent. since March 1, which 
will cost the company about $26,000,000 an- 
nually, it is estimated. Operations are approxi- 
mately at capacity, and steel prices have reached 
levels that are discouraging buying. 

The surplus over dividends in the first quar- 
ter was less than $5,000,000 and on this basis 
will be less than $20,000,000 per year. The 
wage advance, therefore, without compensating 
features, would more than wipe out this sur- 
plus and result in the company’s again not 
earning the common dividends. Even if it 
should be able to offset the wage increase and 
earn at its present rate, the stock would be 
rather high. 

The stock market acceptance of the earning 
statement was not optimistic, and this attitude 
is justified by the outlook at present. The con- 
servative policy of the corporation is well known 
and the possibility of an extra dividend seems 
to wane rather than otherwise. 


Industrials at Production Capacity. 

The position of the Steel Corporation is simi- 
lar to that of many other industrial concerns. 
Production is making new high peaks and earn- 
ing power is satisfactory, but the common stocks 
have anticipated this achievement, and now 
that it has materialized, there is not much left 
to warrant further up-bidding. Furthermore, 
production capacity has about reached its limit 
and executives are disinclined to expand at 
present building costs and prospects of con- 
tinued labor scarcity. 

The lesson of two years ago was well learned 
and there is a decided hesitancy in ordering 
goods for future delivery. A good many in- 
dustrial leaders feel that the present boom is 
not on a solid foundation, but has been caused 
largely by an accumulated demand which is 
becoming filled, and without European consump- 
tion on a pre-war scale there is likely to be 
over-production in this country before long. 

Price stabilization has been a healthy develop- 
ment, and if commodities are maintained around 
present levels, confidence in the future will be 
restored in a considerable measure. The Irving 
Fisher index shows a slight decline for the 
fourth consecutive week, and while this may 
not be interpreted as bullish from the stock 
market standpoint, it is decidedly favorable to 
business as a whole. 

Reaction in Oils. 

The oil industry is still regarded in an un- 
favorable light. The sharp increase in Cali- 
fornia production has reacted unfavorably on 
crude oil prices. March production was at the 
daily rate of 1,810,000 barrels, a new high 
record. Consumption also showed a slight gain, 
but the surplus for the month was 3,350,000 
barrels, including imports. 

Gasoline consumption is showing a slight 
gain, but the increase is not keeping up with 
the gain in output. Stocks at the close of

(3) Citizen's 
outer oo and $10 donation? (4) Clothing 
allowance which has accumulated? 

Answer: (1) Travel pay (act of Sept. 22, 
1922). (2) Either 525 or 526, depending on 
circumstances (A.R. 615—360). (3) Citizen’s 
outer clothing if discharged on Form 526 (Ap- 
propriation bill), yes; $10 donation (Appro- 
priation bill of June 30, 1922), no, (4) Yes; 
see A.R. 615—40. 

TECH. SGT. E. M—The 5th Infantry ar- 
rived in Cuba Aug. 21, 1898, and departed 
therefrom Aug. 13, 1900; arrived in the P.I. 
Sept. 18, 1900, and remained there to include 
Dee. 30, 1900. If you were actually with the 
organization until your discharge, Dec. 4, 1900, 
you are entitled to count 2 years, 2 months and 
10 days as double time. 

T. L. B.—The 10th Infantry left U.S. for 
Philippines March 15, 1901; arrived there about 
April 15. Sailed from Manila Aug. 22, 1903, 
for U.S. 

F. S.—Regarding service of New York volun- 
teers in Spanish War, apply to The A.G. at 
Albany, N.Y. 

J. H. M.—Service in the Spanish War does 
not count double unless it was service in Cuba 
or Porto Rico or Philippines. See A.R, 134. 

C. F. N. and G. F.—Man enlisted at Coblenz, 
discharged in U.S., is entitled to travel pay 
to port of embarkation and transportation in 
kind to Cob!enz. 

P. J. B.—Regarding your service in Spanish 
War and any pay that you may have missed, 
apply to The A.G. for reference to proper office. 

L. J. S.—Senator Edge introduced a number 
of bills with respect to the military establish- 
ment, none of which passed. ; 

Cc. W.—There was no campaign or service 
badge issued for service in China 1911-13. 

W. A. R. asks: A retired soldier drawing 
retired pay is also a Civil Service man. If he 
works the required number of years in the 
Civil Service wi.l he be allowed to draw retired 
pay from the Army and OQivil Service at the 
same time? 

Answer: No. 

H. M. H. asks: (1) In your issue of March 
17 you state im answer to E. F. H. that men 
of the Regular and Volunteer Army, who served 
during the a War, are entitled 
to two months’ extra pay. I know that the 
Volunteers got the pay, but never heard of 
any law being passed for men of the Regular 
service. If this is correct, please state when 
such a law was passed. (2) Also please state 
what date the Spanish-American ar ended. 

Answer: (1) The act of Jan. 12, 1899, 
limited this pay to U.S. Volunteers. (2) The 
official date of the beginning of the Spanish- 
American War was April 21, 1898, and the 
ending April 11, 1899. 


DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER 
GENERAL. 

The provision in the Naval Appropriation 
act of July 1, 1922, did not establish a uni- 
form gratuity for the Volunteer Naval Re- 
serve, 2 Comp. Gen., 148, and contains no 
requiremert as in the uniform gratuity pro- 
vision in the act of Aug. 29, 1916, for a re- 
fund on discharge of the cost of such articles 
of uniform as may be issued, says the Comp- 
troller General, who continues: 

‘“‘The act of Aug. 29, 1916, specifically re- 
quires a refund where a uniform gratuity has 
been paid and a member is discharged for pur- 
pose of enlisting in the Navy, and provides 
that the refund shall be made ‘from any 
money that may be or may become due him.’ 
The reference to any money that may become 
due is not limited to money that may be due 
as a member of the Reserve. 

‘“*You are accordingly advised that any 
amounts which have been paid as a uniform 
gratuity should be deducted from pay due as 
a Reservist at the date of discharge from the 
Reserve, or if the pay due is insufficient to 
liquidate the refund the excess should be de- 
ducted from pay that accrues under the enlist- 
ment in the Regular Navy. No refund is, 
however, required of the value of uniform is- 
sued in kind to a member of the Volunteer 
Naval Reserve. The mere discharge of a mem- 
ber from the Volunteer Naval Reserve is not 
necessarily conclusive that no refund is re- 
quired, for such a member may have received 
a uniform gratuity as a member of some other 
class of the Naval Reserve Force prior to a 
transfer to the Volunteer Naval Reserve made 
ong authority of ALNAV 67, dated Sept. 
29, 1921. 


Travel Pay on Entrance to Service Academies. 


The Comptroller General has decided that a 
cadet, who under the law is entitled to the 
same travel benefit as a midshipman, is entitled 
to mileage at five cents per mile from his home 
to the Academy, less the cost of the transport 
transportation where sea travel is involved.
